INTRODUCTION. 


HIS AUTUMN LIST don’t contain all 

plants that may be set in the fall. The 

majority of plants in my spring list may 
also be set in the fall. The success with fall and 
spring setting with many kinds depends much upon 
care and weather conditions. Until the plants 
can get a hold of the soil they require care, and 
without this, in dry times they often die. I like 
to have plants bloom before moving in the fall and 
when the setting is done so late that little root 
growth can be made before winter, they need a 
much better protection than when set early enough 
to get a good start. 


Woody plants, shrubs, trees, etc., should not 
be set until all growth for the season has ended. 
Evergreens are sometimes set in autumn with good 
results, but last winter seemed to have injured 
many of these, and I would recommend spring for 
such planting. A few of the deciduous trees seem 
not to do weil with fall setting in the North. Such 
kinds as the Birches, Magnolia and Oaks seem to 
do best set in spring. 

It is important to cover well those set in autumn 
and the later the setting the more important the 
covering. Early set tulips and other fall bulbs 
may not require much covering, but those set late 
should have it, and almost all herbaceous per- 
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ennials set in the fall best be well protected against 
the warmer spells of weather which come in winter. 
It is the warmer spells followed by extreme ccld 
ones which do the damage. If, when hardy plants 
are once frozen in for the winter, they could stay 
so until severe frosts are past in the spring they 
would seldom be injured. This covering should 
not be removed until danger of severe frosts is past. 

Kindly remember that those who purchase plants 
-should return them within five days if not satis- 
‘factory. After five days I will not replace them. 
See fourth paragraph page 2 of my Spring Cata- 
logue. 
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LILIES 


Most cf the Lilies of this list may te sent in September 
but a few, hke the Auratum and all the Sneciosums, Sar- 
gentaea and Henrvi, are not ripe until last of September or 
October. Orders will be filled from beds as long as my stock 
lasts. 

Too much cannot Le said in favor of planting Lilium Can- 
didum early: The autumn growth which it makes before 
winter is quite essential, both for resisting severe winters and 
for next year’s blooms. If vou can’t plant it before October 
wait another year, or plant in spring. 

Candidum lilies best not be planted more than 3 or 4 inches 
under, but in this northern climate we find it best to cover 
with some straw or swale hay just before winter, and this 
should be removed in the spring.

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DAFFODILS, or NARCISSI 


Early flowering bulbous plants, coming before the tulips 
and after the crocus. One of the most important groups; 
fine for cutting and of easy culture. Though any good gar- 
den soil suits, they prefer a rather stiff, deep soil, and if the 
situation is such that they are shaded from the sun a portion 
{a third or a half) of the time, so much the better. They 
do well among shrubbery. To get the best results, they 
should he set in August or September, to make a good root 
growth before winter. When late setting is done, the best 
results are postponed until the second season. 


Many of the bulbs we plant in the fall, tulips, hyacinths, 
narcissi, etc., make a root growth underground after being 
set. If we dig up such bulbs a week or two after they have 
been set, we are surprised at the new root-growth which has 
formed at the base of the bulbs. This root-growth is often 
made auite late and at iow temperature. Therefore when 
such bulbs are p!anted quite late in the fail it is well to place 
a thick covering of straw mannre, leaves or some sort of cov- 
ering over them to keep out frost as long as possible, that this 
root-growth may continue even afier the surface of the ground 
is frozen. I have seen fairly good results obtained in this 
way with late planting. The covering should come off with 
the early spring befere the bulbs are up.

Like most early-blooming plants, Trilliunis give better 
results the following spring when planted in autumn in time 
to make their regular root-growth, which seems to take place 
a few weeks after the stems have died. They form a very 
pretty group, which comes into blooni early, and whose leaves 
make a good display after the flower has passed. Trilliums 
like a soil with a mixture ot leaf-mold or peat, and for most 
of them a little well-rotted manure will be beneficial. Al- 
though they may, asa rule, be grown in the sun, partial shade 
is the most natural place. They look best when in good- 
sized groups. [na good positicn they will last almost in- 
definitely.

and may be set in the spring as soon as the ground is ready. 
For cost of boxing trees and shrubs, see my Spring Catalogue. 
These prices do not include postage. We can ship safely by 
freight in autumn most of the plants we grow, even as far 
as California. These offers are subject to surplus stock being 
sold. This stock is not a poorer grade than is used in filling 
orders for single or dozen lots. Deciduous trees and shrubs 
had better not be moved before October 15. Bulbs and 
plants which are entirely covered when set can be ordered 
until winter prevents. 


Shrubs, trees and plants set in autumn, and mulched well 
before winter to prevent heaving, often do better than when 
set in spring, especially when spring setting is late. Trees 
inay be banked up 6 to 10 inches with soil, shrubs mulched 
with 3 to 4 inches of straw manure, and herbaceous plants 
covered lightly with brush, pine boughs, buckwheat straw 
or any similar substance, that will protect without smother- 
ing. 

This protection for winter is very important for all plants, 
shrubs and trees set in the fall in our northern climate the 
first year. After they have become established the shrubs 
and trees and most of the herbaceous plants need not be cov- 
ered.
